He 
said 87c'c of all storage ca- 
pacity has been hit during the 
raids that began last week. 


He said national public opin- 


ion polls "show that 85% of 
the people of this country ap- 
proved his bombing decision.

The mayor and the lieutenant governor

of ill-will, frustration and fear. This will not 
disappear until Negroes see some evidence 
that a community which will not tolerate VID- 
lence will not tolerate conditions which breed 
discontent and hatred. 


Omaha's problem is sizable but there is 


every indication that Omaha's able mayor in- 
tends to tackle it. H« should have the help of 
all of Omaha's citizens and, in so far as it is 
pertinent, the help of all Nebraskans.

Australian Support

Washington — Does news consist only of 


what is said on one side of a controversy by 
prominent personalities — as, for instance, by 
high officials in London and Paris who don't 
like the fact that American Air Forces bombed 
some oil depots in N o r t h 
Vietnam? Wasn't it news also 
when the" prime minister of 
Australia, Harold Holt, who 
happened to be in Washington 
for an official visit, told the 
National Press Club that he 
stands 100^ behind th« Amer- 
ican government in the way 
it is fighting the war in Viet- 
nam? 


Even though brief quotations were carried 


on some press-association wires, all references 
to the speech of the Australian prime minister 
was omitted the next day from the news col- 
umns of two of the large newspapers in New 
York and Washington and from many others. 
The prime minister's address was certainly an 
important pronouncement ami worthy of print 
in every respect. He said in part: 


"I think it would assist a clearer under- 


standing tor us all if we could turn our eyes 
away for a week or two from the daily epi- 
s o d i c reportings to consider the e n v i r o n - 
ment. the general situation, the total picture 
which relates to Vietnam and its place in 
Asia generally, because from much of the 
criticism that I've been reading, the wood

seems to have been lost sight of as people 
inspect the trees. 


"And if we want to assess the value of our 


participation in South Vietnam, then, I be- 
lieve, those who criticize must b r o a d e n 
their horizons and see what has been achieved 
by resistance to communism in Southeast Asia, 
and study in turn what this will mean to the 
Asia of tomorrow. 


"The military operations would then fall 


into place as marking the continuing challenge 
of communism in Asia. The stakes are very 
large, and that is why three successive Presi- 
dents of this great country . . . firmly decid- 
ed, one succeeding the other, that the mili- 
tary power and economic strength of the 
mightiest nation in human history must be 
brought into the scale to preserve freedom 
and hope and progress in the countries of 
Asia . . . 


"The only major military power on the 


mainland of Asia is Communist China. No 
c o u n t r y in Asia could feel itself secure 
f r o m the t h r e a t of Communist aggres- 
sion but for the power and resolution of the 
United States of America. And so we might 
fairly ask the critics who don't like what is 
going on in South Vietnam: Do they want a 
world in which a Communist-dominated Asia 
forms a major part?" 


It is heartening to see the spokesman 


from a country of 11 million people in the far 
Pacific lining up solidly in support of the 
policy of the United States in its effort to 
win independence for the small, helpless na- 
tion in Vietnam.

Are Aims Rational?

Most probably a poll taken at this time 


would show that support of the President's 
conduct of the war is up because of the in- 
creased bombing. But it is quite 
certain 


that this does not reflect increased under- 


standing or appreciation of 
the Johnson-Rusk generalities. 
It r e f l e c t s , rather, pop- 
ular impatience, a desire to 
get the wretched thing over 
with a few smashing blows. 
The administration has placed 
a big bet on a quick victory. 


But the President is not 


acting as if he were quite cer-

tain that he will win his bet. 


He is hoping that an escalated b o m b i n g 
and the prospect of ever-increasing escalation 
will impress Hanoi decisively, provided that 
dissent and opposition are silenced in this 
country and the hope of America's becoming 
weary of the war is denied.

not be suppressed and silenced. It has an ir- 
reducible core which is the conviction that 
the President has committed the country to 
a uar. the declared objectives of which can- 
not be achieved. The editor of the Washm^- 
ton Post takes a different view.

He says that "a perfectly legitimate sub- 


ject for continued debate and discussion" i- 
"the means of achieving the objective of a free 
and self-governing South Vietnam " This would 
seem to exclude from legitimate discussion 
and debate the fundamental question of wheth- 
er "a free and self-governing South Vietnam'' 
is an attainable objective, whether, in other 
words, the President's war aims are rational. 


It is not possible and it is not acceptable 


to exclude that subject from the field of legiti- 
mate debate and discussion.

There is, to put it conservatively, a rea- 


sonable doubt whether a free and self-govern- 
ing South Vietnam can. in fact, be created. 
For if the American forces withdraw event 
ually. there is virtually no prospect whate\er 
that the successors of Gen. Nguyen Cao Ky 
can make South Vietnam secure! And if the 
Americans do not withdraw. South Vietnam 
will be an occupied countrj, not independent, 
not free and not self-governing.

Because this dilemma exists, and in the 


light of the administration's record of doing 
what it previously denied it would do, it is 
not easy to take at face value the President's 
perfervid protestations that he wants to nego- 
tiate peace.

Sen. Roman L. Hruska. R- 


Neb.. pledged his support of 
Curtis' position in a letter. 
Hruska said that when the 
1965 legislation was under con- 
sideration in the Senate he had 
stated it was not too early to 
"sound a warning" and point 
out some dangers for the ben- 
efit of those who would ad- 
minister the program. 


He said he had cautioned 


against creation of a commis- 
sion that would come under 
federal control to the detri- 
ment of the interests of the 
states. 


Can Handle Job 


Hruska said he agreed with 


Curtis that there is no reason 
to believe the presently con- 
stituted Missouri Basin Inter- 
Agency Committee, made up 
of state and federal represent- 
atives, 
cannot handle the

N.D., wrote Curtis "appar- 
ently my views on this move 
are the same as yours." 


Sen. Karl E. Mundt, R-S.D. 


wrote that his contention has 
been that if a new organiza- 
tion it to be established it 
should be one controlled by 
the people of the valley rather 
than the federal government

Fun Crowds 'Experience' 
In Unique Crete Course 


By DEAN TERRILL 


Southeast Nebraska Bureau 


Crete—The instructors call it a "com- 


mon experience course;" the community 
calls it a cross between Head Start and 
Scouting. The 20 local teenage boys call 
it "great!" 


Believed unique in the state, the fed- 


erally-backed summer program actually 
goes far beyond the daily lectures and 
weekly campouts. Behind the strange is- 
sue of fishing rods, sleeping bags and hik- 
ing boots is a hope that the "educational- 
ly deprived" will assume a new outlook 
on school—and life. 


"We tried to pick students who need 


a special stimulus for some reason," ex- 
plained Galen Crowder, junior high princi- 
pal who helped formulate the project. 


"Perhaps they're not deprived economi- 


cally or socially, but at le^st for some rea- 
son they've missed some of the common 
experiences provided by most families." 


Funded by last year's Elementary and 


Secondary Education Act, the course has 
the approval of the State Department of 
Education. 


Helping social scientist Crowder are 


Bill Huntley. biology teacher wrho is among 
the state's top Scouters, and fine arts spe- 
cialist Prank Mills. 


Nearly half through the seven-week 


course, the enrolees have trout-fished at 
Two Rivers and have eyed bird species by 
the score through binoculars. They've 
bought and cooked their own food, shared 
tents to gain stronger friendships, shared 
visions that boys see only in campfires. 


"These kids are all 9th and 10th grad- 


ers and yet some had never been fishing 
or seen an Interstate Highway," noted out- 
doorsman Crowder. "Few knew anything 
about soil and wildlife conservation, or the 
enjoyment of nature. We believe even this 
brief change in environment has brought 
some improved attitudes." 


Outings at Waubonsie (Iowa) State 


Park and Fontenelle Forest are included 
on the schedule, with stops at Arbor Lodge 
and other points of interest. It's the "final 
exam," however, which has the boys bon- 
ing up weeks in advance. 


That toughie will take seven full days 


—and will take in tourist spots all the 
way to the Sand Hills.

Paris—This is the story of 


the Vietnam 
demonstration 


that got away. 


Two weeks ago, a group of 


young Americans decided it 
would be a good thing to 
jnark the Fourth of July with 
a Vietnam protest march on 
the U.S. embassy. 


In good fellowship, they in- 


\ lied the local partisan anti- 
Yietnam war committee to 
on me along. That did it. 


Many of t h e Americans 


•were veterans of anti-Vietnam 
demonstrations in the United 
States. 


What t h e y didn't realize 


was their French counterparts 
are the inheritor! of « much 
longer tradition. 


French Battle* 


"People have been marching 
in the streets of Paris, tear- 
ing up cobblestones and hurl- 
ing them at the police, throw- 
ing up barricades, and over- 
turning everything overturn- 
able for centuries. The dem- 
onstrators — French a n d 
Americans—gathered at the 
historic Palace de La Con- 
corde, about two miles from 
the U.S. embassy. 


The Americans had pre- 


pared 
handbills 
headlined 


"Why 
Americans Are Demon- 


strating Today at Their Em- 
bassy." They had a petition 
they were circulating. 


They even had contacted 


the chief of police and ar- 
ranged for passage of 25 of 
their number to the embassy 
door to deposit the petition. 
A police escort was to be pro- 
vided. 


The French demonstrators, 


who numbered about 500, had 
nothing. They are supposed to 
follow along to give moral 
support. 


But one among them found 


the proceedings a little too 
tame for his Gaellic revolu- 
tionary support. 


"To the embassy! To the 


embassy!" he shouted. Five 
hundred voices picked up the 
cry. 
Police Waiting 


The crowd surged forward, 


those in the front ranks lock- 
ing arms, just as had their 
fathers and grandfathers be- 
fore them. 


The police, who, needless to 


say, have their own centuries 
old traditions of turning back 
demonstrations, were waiting. 
They were deployed in four 
ranks. 


The first rank was to take 


the shock of the assault, the 
second rank to reinforce. The 
third rank stood ready to hurl 
tear gas into the crowd, and 
a fourth rank, armed with ma- 
chine guns and rifles stood a( 
the gates of the embassy it- 
se!;'. 


The 
demonstrators 
g o t 


through the first rank, and no 
further. Swinging their lead- 
weighted c a p e s in broad 
archs, the police drove the 
French demonstrators back. 


Meanwhile, the 300 Ameri- 


can 
demonstrators huddled 


off to the side, a little be- 
wildered. 


"This is not what I had 


been counting on," said Lar- 
ry Bensky, the chief Ameri- 
can organizer, as a squad ol 
gendarmes rushed by swing- 
ing their capes. 


Flag Burned

of the line had burned an 
American flag before a mass 
of television cameras.

weekly weather and crop re- 
port issued by the U.S. De- 
partment of Agriculture Sta- 
tistical Reporting Service. 


T e m p e r a t u r e s aver- 


aged from three to five de- 
grees a b o v e normal over 
most of the state and rain- 
fall was spotted. The largest 
amount of rainfall was in a 
small area of the east cen- 
tral portion of the state where 
local d o w n p o u r s brought 
amounts ranging from two to 
four inches. 


Harvest of winter wheat got 


under way and by the end of 
the week nearly 20^ had been 
harvested with yields running 
much higher than anticipated. 
Harvest was f u r t h e r ad- 
vanced as weather conditions 
were favorable for machine 
operations and new varieties 
were maturing earlier. 


The hot, dry weather was 


also favorable for maturing 
the other small grain crops 
of oats, barley and rye. Cul- 
tivation on fields of corn and 
sorghum continues on some 
late-planted fields. 


Harvest of the second cut- 


ting of alfalfa hay was get- 
ting under way with slightly 
better yields than were ob- 
tained from the first cutting. 


The hot weather has slowed 


the rate of gain of feed lot 
cattle and slowed the rate of 
m i l k and egg production. 
Movement of feeder cattle 
was seasonally low, but con- 
tracting is expected to pick 
up in the near future.

Lincoln Police Trained in Riot 
Duty . . . Rarely Use Training

watched it in person 


in a racially-torn or other- 
wise s t r i c k e n commu- 
nity . . . but unless you've 
been around a few years 
you haven't seen it in Lin- 
coln — a police riot squad. 


Although Lincoln police 


consider the Capital City to 
be a fairly quiet communi- 
ty, all o f f i c e r s are in- 
s t r u c t e d periodically in 
crowd control and disperse- 
ment including the use of 
riot sticks, tear gas and 
formations. 


While it has been many 


years since there has been 
such a disturbance in Lin- 
coln — the truckers' strike 
in the 30* s and the march- 
Ing by several thousand NU 
students over parking after 
World War II — one police 
officer had experience this 
week with crowd control ID 
a tensed area. 


Police Chief Joe Carroll 


said Officer Eugene Giles, 
a member of the Nebrask 
ka National Guard, was one 
of the Guardsmen called to 
Omaha to patrol the near 
North Side with fixed bay- 
onets Monday. 


Carroll said in addition to 


regular instruction on mob 
psychology for the officers 
there is a special 16-man 
riot squad which can be 
made operative in case of 
a flafe-up in Lincoln.

The wedge, a V-shaped

line formation may be ei- 
ther offensive or defensive. 
On offense it is used to push 
mobs back up a street while 
in defense it is used to deny 
access to restricted areas. 


Adams said the strength 


in the formations is that the 
officers are together with a 
commanding officer who is 
usually in walkie-talkie con- 
tact with other police units 
and officials. 


He said riot sticks a r e 


carried as defensive weap- 
ons to force people back 
from the formation but can 
be used offensively if an at- 
tempt is made to break up 
the formation. 


He said tear gas is one of 


the last resorts used to 
break up riots.

mals? To me, 
t h i s sounds 
just about as 
as reasonable 
as it would be 
Alvarez 


to accuse all ministers or all 
< 


bankers or all distinguished 
university professors of tor-. 
turing their house pets to! 
death. 


Actually, the people who! 


now believe that most re-1 
searchers are sadistic brutes 
would, I think, be staggered 
a bit if they were to go 
through a few laboratories 
and see that much of the work 
is being done, not by monsters 
with black beards, but by 
lovely young women. 


I wish all people who read 


(his would ask themselves, "If 
I had to operate on a dog, 
would I insist on a howling, 
struggling and biting animal, 
when with the help of a little 
ether I could have him sound 
asleep and free from pain?" 
Obviously no sane man would 
fall to give the ether; and that 
Is perhaps the best answer I 
can give to the whole antivivi- 
section literature. 


In all my many years of 


life in laboratories, I never 
•aw any cruelty to animals. 
Antivivisectionists 
have al- 


ways said to me, "But after 
an operation, an animal must 
suffer unspeakable pain. I 
doubt it, because after I had 
a big operation, I had no pain 
except when I coughed or 
hiccupped, and then it was just 
a jab. In many cases, after 
an operation or an experi- 
ment, the animal is given 
an overdose of cholorform and 
never wakes; he never feels 
the slightest pain. 


During my 11 years in a 


big research laboratory of the 
University of California, my 
chief and I used to beg the 
antivivisectionists, who were 
constantly attacking us. to 
come in any day, unan- 
nounced, and walk through the 
place — but in those many 
years only one came — the 
president — and she came 
only because she was brought 
by the chairman of the board 
of supervisors, who wanted to 
see if there was any truth 
back of her constant accusa- 
tions. He found none. 


I just read of a fine way of 


•aving pet dogs from ever be- 
ing used in a laboratory. Dr. 
David Timrud, of Princeton, 
N.J., is now getting many vet- 


erinarians to tattoo thousands 
of pets on the inner side of 
one leg, with the owner's so- 
cial security number. 


The owner's name, address 


and phone number and $3 are 
sent to the National Dog Reg- 
istry, Stanton, N.J. This 
means that no dog-napper 
would ever want the animal 
because he could not sell it; 
and no laboratory man would 
ever use it for an experiment. I 
The day such an animal is j 
ever found by a laboratory 
man. he will immediately no- 
tify the owner at the central 
registry office. 


In conclusion, I would like 


to ask all sensible people: 
Don't you remember the grat- 
itude the tremendous 
gifts 


that great laboratory work- 
ers have given you and your 
children in the last century— 
gifts such as modern, clean 
and low mortality surgery, in- 
sulin for diabetes, cortisone 
for arthritis, wonderful vac- 
cines and antitoxins, and the 
blessed antibiotics. 


Don't you appreciate these 


gifts? 


If you don't give a hoot 


what happens to your chil- 
dren and adored grandchil- 
dren: if you feel no gratitude 
at all to the men who in the 
laist few years almost wiped 
out polio: if you love dogs | 
immensely 
more than you 


love little children, vote for 
the antivivisectionists and 
close up our great laibora- 
tories. You cannot have anti- 
vivisection and also wonder- 
ful new cures for the many 
diseases we doctors still can- 
not handle. You can have only 
one or the other.
